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481—105.12(10A,99B) Suspension or revocation of a registration. If a registrant or the person
responsible for the amusement device violates the law, including lowa Code chapter 99B, 481—Chapter
104, this chapter, or any other laws or administrative rules, the registrant’s registration may be
suspended or revoked.

Examples of violations of law or rules include: awarding cash prizes, redeeming tokens or tickets
for more than $50 of merchandise in a transaction, allowing a person younger than 21 years of age to
use a registered amusement device, moving an amusement device without updating its registration to the
new location, allowing an amusement device in a location without the appropriate liquor control license,

and failing to file an annual verification of device location.
